The CP stated that the Mayor, Ed Austin, was at fault for the strong odor and gave the address 
for city hall in the concern report. Given this information, | parked near city hall and began testing for odors using the Nasal Ranger. Prior to parking near city 
hall, | had rolled my windows down and tried to detect an odor with just my nose as | drove around Leadwood. | could not detect any odors whilst driving 
around the Leadwood area nor could | detect any odors using the Nasal Ranger. 


?A few days earlier, staff from the department's wastewater section had been in the area and spoke with Kevin Brooks, Chief Operator for both water and 
wastewater for the city of Leadwood. | was able to locate the Leadwood wastewater treatment plant (WWTP) and talk to Mr. Brooks myself. | gave Mr. 
Brooks my business card and Mr. Brooks gave me his cell phone number which is (573) 518-4874. Prior to Mr. Brooks arriving back at the WWTP (he was 
at lunch when | had arrived), | once again used the Nasal Ranger just outside of the WWTP and again could not detect any odors. 


When Mr. Brooks arrived back at the WWTP, he explained to me the likely reason for the odor that was present roughly one week ago. Mr. Brooks told me 
that he had turned on the blowers in his sludge holding tank and that it gave off a strong odor. The Leadwood WWTP is located right alongside Highway 8, 
which is where the CP had claimed the odor was the strongest. | explained to Mr. Brooks that | had driven all over the Leadwood area prior to meeting with 
him and detected no odors, even when using the Nasal Ranger. 


Mr. Brooks informed me that the WWTP was in the process of getting some upgrades. Mr. Brooks said that the plant was fairly old, especially the sludge 
holding tank. | gave Mr. Brooks a fact sheet regarding odors and encouraged him to contact me if he ever had any questions or concerns. 


The fact sheet given to Mr. Brooks was: 
?PUB2200 - Odor, Dust, Asbestos, Open Burning and Freon Emissions 


The cause of the odor was likely from Mr. Kevin Brooks, Chief Water and Wastewater Operator turning on the blowers in the sludge holding tank at the 
Leadwood Wastewater Treatment Plant. The odor had already subsided by the time department wastewater section staff arrived in Leadwood on the same 
day as when the concern was received. By my arrival, seven days after the concern was received, there was still no odor throughout the Leadwood area 
detectable by the Nasal Ranger.

Refer to Concern# 1,272 for concern 
findings. 


On May 31, 2022, Josh Wilkerson and Jesse Evans drove by the reported residence. A visible pit was identified from the roadside near the burned tire 
remnants from the prior investigation, though no visible smoke or evidence of additional burning of tires was identified. The prior burned remnants were still 
visible on the property, and had not been disposed at the time of investigation. No additional tires were identified being staged at the property at the time of 
investigation. 


Josh Wilkerson attempted to contact Mr. Turnbow via phone but was unable at the time of investigation. Mr. Turnbow later communicated via text and 
advised that the current tenants should not have been conducting any further open burning of tires and to his knowledge had not conducted. Mr. Turnbow 
was limited in conversation at the time due to a health related issue. 


Discussion with the CP and adjacent property owners referenced prior situations that trailers and/or pickup trucks were delivering tires to the property. It was 
discussed that should any identified tire related fires be identified that they should be reported to local fire/law enforcement and contact the Department. 


Conclusions 


2A pit was visible from the roadside near the burned tire remnants from the prior investigation. No open burning was noticed during this investigation. 
Nothing appeared to have been disposed of since the prior investigation. Communication was made to Johnathon Turnbow through text. According to CP 
and neighboring homes, tires were being brought in by trucks and/or trailers. It was mentioned that the local law enforcement/fire department should be a 
first contact of any tire fires.

Commercial and noncommercial collection operations 
where vegetative waste originates off-site are also subject to additional regulations under 10 CSR 10-6.045 (3)(E). This type of burning must occur at least 
two hundred (200) yards from the nearest structure not owned by the party conducting the burning, unless an Air Curtain Incinerator is used and waivers are 
obtained, or the fire department provides approval. | examined a map of the area and determined that the 200 yard rule could not be complied with on this 
property.
